“ T h e Missouri legislature voted 
$x , 000, 000 for a building and state 
exhibit at the St. Louis W o rld ’s 
F air in 1903*

commission has begun its labors by

a semi-official announce­

the 
present plans, is to remain after 
the W o rld ’ s Fair is a thing of the 
past, as a sort of donation to St.

Louisans 
would, of course, demand that this 
remain intact and be kept in their 
city.

Eight Men Sentenced to Prison 
In Porto Rico. 


AN APPEAL WAS TAKEN. 


Charged With Conspiring to Raise 
Price ot Labor and Forming 
a {federation. 


S an J u a n , Porto Rico, Dec. 13. 
— In the district court yesterday 
Santiago Iglesias and seven other 
labor agitators were found guilty 
under the Spanish law of being the 
founders of a local libor federation, 
which the court holds is an illegal 
organization, in that it conspired 
to raise the price of labor, which is 
a violation of the Spanish statutes, 
which are still in force here. 
Iglesias was sentenced to three 
years, four months and eight days 
in the penitentiary and each of the 
seven 
other 
defendants 
to 
four 
months and twenty-one days 
in 
j til. 
The court also ordered that the 
local federation, which is now un­ 
der the auspices of the American 
Federation of Labor, be dissolved, 
and Gov. Hunt was notified that 
the society no longer exists. 
Judge Savage, who is an A m er­ 
ican, dissented from the decision, 
holding the federation illegal, and 
agreed that Iglesias was guilty of 
conspiring 
to raise the price of 
labor. 
He, however, did not con­ 
cur in the sentences imposed 
The particular overt act of con­ 
spiracy 
charged 
against 
Iglesias 
was that last year when the change 
was made from Spanish to A m er­ 
ican 
currency 
he 
declared 
that 
wages must be paid in dollars in­ 
stead of pesos on the same day that 
the change was made 
Merchants and employers gen­ 
erally demand dollars from their 
customers, and Iglesias, therefore, 
claimed that he had nbt attempted 
to raise the price of labor, but had 
only sought to maintain the ratio 
between 
American 
and Spanish 
money. 
The case has been appealed to 
the supreme court of Porto Rico, 
where it will probably be heard in 
a 
mouth. 
Fending 
this appeal 
Iglesias is at liberty.
